Recovery Continues with Phases 2 and 3 facil 


Surf Pines continues to recover from the wind storm of December 2-3, 2007, which devastated our 
area. The recovery on the association’s properties and the right of way includes three phases: (1) re- 
moving the trees that were either destroyed by the storm or damaged so severely that they cannot be 
saved, (2) pruning the trees that were damaged but can be saved, and (3) replanting trees. 


Phase 1, removing the trees that were either destroyed by the storm or damaged so severely that they 
cannot be saved, began on January 7, 2008. Managed for the association by members of the Board of 
Directors and the Roads and Grounds Committee and performed by a contractor, Trails End Recov- 
ery, the work in this phase was completed on the association’s properties and the right of way on 
schedule by the end of April 2008. 


Phase 2, pruning the trees that were damaged but can be saved, is in progress now. A member of the 
board and an arborist, after driving the roads of Surf Pines and walking the park, estimate that ap- 
proximately 60 trees qualify for work. Bids for the work will be invited from qualified contractors. 


Phase 3, replanting trees, is scheduled for the autumn of 2008, when the rains will increase the 
chances of success. A subcommittee of the Roads and Grounds Committee will offer recommendations 
on what trees to plant and where to plant them on the association’s properties and the right of way. 


Dave Lukens, Treasurer, reports that a total of $109,263.47 was available to fund the recovery pro- 
ject. including $98,250.00 from the assessment that members approved in December plus $11,013.47 
from the insurance claim. With total obligations of $67,715.88 for phase 1 through the end of April, a 
total of $41,547.59 is available for phases 2 and 3. 


Regarding the recovery on private properties in Surf Pines, the board applauds the work that many 
of the members of the association have completed on their properties. Now, with the onset of fire sea- 
son, the board is requiring all members to clean up the dead and dying trees and brush on their prop- 
erties to minimize the wildfire hazard.

The monthly meetings of the Board of Directors— 
open to all members of the association—are held 
on the third Monday of each month at 4:30 p.m. in 
Surf Pines at the meeting house.

Expect Fire Season on July 1 


As the Breeze went to press, a spokesperson for the 
Oregon Department of Forestry, Astoria District, 
announced that fire season in Clatsop County is 
scheduled to begin on July 1, 2008. During fire 
season, which usually extends from July through 
October, but varies from year to year depending 
on the weather, burning is restricted because of the 
risk of wildfire. Open burning and burning in a pile 
are banned during fire season. Burning in a barrel 
is allowed only with a permit. For more informa- 
tion, call the local office of the Department of For- 
estry at 503-325-5451. 


Use Fireworks Elsewhere, Not in Surf Pines 


The association’s policy regarding fireworks is 
stated in the Owners’ Guide: “To reduce the risk to 
residents and property presented by fireworks, the 
use of fireworks of any kind, including firecrackers, 
is prohibited in Surf Pines, except on the public 
beach, where state laws are strictly enforced by the 
Clatsop County Sheriff and the Oregon State Po- 
lice.” If either a resident or a guest seems unaware 
of the policy, then inform that person of it. 


Slow Speeding Boaters on the Lake 


The speed limit on Neacoxie (Sunset) Lake is 10 
miles per hours. The fine for exceeding the speed 
limit, a Class B basic violation of Oregon’s boating 
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laws, is $242. To slow speeding boaters, report 
speeding to the Clatsop County Sheriff Depart- 
ment’s Marine Patrol at 503-325-8635. Do not con- 
front a speeding boater. Do not endanger yourself. 
But do get a number for the boat and as complete a 
description as possible of the boat, the boater, and 
the occurrence of speeding, including time and 
place. 


Bag Your Dog’s Feces 


If you own a dog, then you either walk your dog or 
your dog walks you. You and your dog walk in the 
park, on the paths, and on the roadsides of Surf 
Pines—where your neighbors walk too. If you are a 
dog owner who bags your dog’s feces during a walk, 
then accept your neighbors’ thanks for your 
neighborly action. You can stop reading this item. 
If you cannot stop reading, then this item is for 
you. A consensus has formed among members, in- 
cluding members who own dogs. Members agree 
that a dog owner's not bagging his or her dog’s fe- 
ces is un-neighborly if the feces are either on asso- 
ciation property where members are likely to walk, 
including in the park, on the paths, and on the 
roadsides, or in neighbors’ yards. Please take the 
neighborly action.

The term of one member of the Board of Directors, Don Kruger, ends in August. The Nominating Com- 
mittee, chaired by Don Kruger and including Wayne Fleming and Katie Weber. nominated three candi- 
dates for the one open position on the board: Don Bowman, Geraldine Fouts, and Clarke Powers.

Members to Consider Proposed Amendment at Annual Meeting =. 


Members will consider a proposed amendment to Section 9.6, “Collection,” in the bylaws. The amend- 
ment, recommended by the association’s legal counsel, Dan Van Thiel, clarifies this section of the by- 
laws by explicitly entitling the association to collect its attorneys’ fees and any and all costs incurred 
during the lien and/or foreclosure process. In this proposed amendment, italics indicate additions to the 
current text of Section 9.6 and the dotted line indicates a deletion: 


“Should any owner fail or refuse to pay the invoice amount including the late charges, the Board of Di- 
rectors is authorized to bring any and all necessary and appropriate action, including but not limited to 
placing a lien and foreclosing on the assessed property to collect. the amount owed. The Association shall 
be entitled to collect its attorneys’ fees and any and all costs incurred during the lien and/or foreclosure proc-

ess. 


The rationale for the amendment is that it enables the board to address, for example, an owner’s failure 
or refusal to pay an invoice amount of $1000 without the association's having to pay attorneys’ fees of 
$2000 to collect the $1000. 


Members to Consider Budget at Annual Meeting ie 2c 


The Budget Committee, chaired by Dave Lukens, Treasurer, and including Geraldine Fouts, Norma 
Keever, Don Kruger, Bob McWhirter, Clarke Powers, and Tom Wilcox, recommended to the Board of 
Directors a budget for fiscal year 2008-2009 that provides current services and maintains equity by in- 
creasing dues to $150 per quarter. 


The committee recommended to the board the budget that includes an increase in dues only after con- 
sidering a budget that maintains dues at $100 per quarter but provides minimal road repair and signifi- 
cantly decreases the association’s equity and a budget that maintains dues at $100 but significantly re- 
duces services to maintain equity. 


The board will recommend to the membership the budget that provides current services and maintains 
equity by increasing dues. The “Notice of Annual Meeting” will include the proposed budget. Members 
will consider adoption of the budget at the Annual Meeting.

In an emergency, can you be found? 


Please take the time to answer the following three questions to your satisfaction and update your per- 
sonal and property security profiles as necessary. Your preparations now will help to keep you and your 
family secure and our community a safe place to live. 


1. Is your current emergency contact information on file with John Gates, the security/maintenance man- 
ager, in the association’s office? After the storm of December 2-3, 2007, the association was unable to 
contact a significant number of members because of the lack of current emergency contact information. 
Please ensure that your emergency contact information is current. Contact John either in the office, by 
telephone at 503-738-0637, or by e-mail at gates7299@hotmail.com. Make it easy for your community 
to help take care of you. 


2. Is your house number current and easily visible from the road? Emergency responders need to be able 
to locate you and your property quickly. Some of our homes have both the old 4-digit house numbers 
and the current 5-digit numbers. Please remove the old 4-digit numbers, which can confuse emergency 
responders and slow their response. Please use only the current 5-digit numbers. 


Some of our homes have house numbers that are either hidden by brush or too weathered to read. New 
vertical number posts are available from the county at a cost of $20. For a new post, contact Jennifer 
Bunch in the Rural Address Unit of the county’s Community Development Department at 503-325- 
8611. Or create your own house numbers. Please ensure that the numbers are visible from both direc- 
tions from the road in front of your home. Make it easy for emergency responders to respond quickly to 
an emergency at your home. 


3. Do you have (either in your head or at hand) the emergency contact information that you need? In an 
emergency, dial 911. Remember that if you dial from an out-of-area cell phone, then you will have to 
provide your location. 


(For non-emergency telephone numbers for the Gearhart Fire Department, the Clatsop County Sheriff, 
and the Oregon State Police, for example, keep at hand your current editions of the Surf Pines Associa- 
tion Owners’ Guide and the Directory.)
